oft, I ſhall here inſiſt a little on this Rea- 
ſon, and fo Concluce this Eſſay.

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By my propos d Order, I begin with 
thie Partition Line, called, Parted per Pale; 
the French only Parti: (Fig. 1. Plat 6.) 
The Husband ordinarly Inpales his own 
Coat on the dexter, with that 'of his 
Wifes on the ſiniſter, which the Englifh 
call, Baron & Femme. If the Husband 
be a younger Brother, he ought to car- 
ry his Brotherly Difference, notwith- 
ſtanding he Impales with his Wife: If 
the Wite be a younger Siſter, ſhe needs 
no Difference, but may carry her Fa- 
ther's Coat with that Difference he did; 
for all Nations agree, that Siſters ſhould 
carry no Marks of Difference. Sicklike, 
Churchmen, who are obliged to Impale 
their Paternal Coat with that of their 
Office, place their Coat of Office in the 


dexter, parti with their Paternal,on the 
finiſter, which is not to be Bras d with 
any Mark of Cadency ( alrhough de- 


ſcended of a Cadet) becauſe anciently 
they were not ſuppoſed to have Sueceſ- 
ſton, and even ſince the Reformation, 
not only with us, but in other Proteſtant 
ü . 
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Countries, the Eccleſiaſticks may carry 
the plain Coat of their Chieffamilys, with 
out any Mark of Difference, whether 
they Impale or not Impale with a Coat 
of Office. I ſhall only give for inſtance, 
out of Sir George Mackenzie, the Arms of 
HisGraceFames SharpArch-bithop of St.

tation of Alliance with their Paternal 
Bearings, without any Alteration or 
Addition in them: This way of Diffe- 
rericing, is generally followed by us 
and other Nations, and ſome Heraulds 


have given out, That Cadets, who have 


theit Arms quartered with other Coats, 
need no Difference; for Quartering or 
Impaling is a ſufficient Difference. I'm 
not of this Opinion, and not without 
Reaſon: For Cadets ſhould aſſume or 
continue congruent Differences in their 
Paternal Coats, aſter they Quarter them 
with other Bearings? How ſhall 
we otherwiſe diſtioguiſh prifcipal Fa- 


mules from their Deſcendents, if the 


Cadets do not give ſome Difference in 
their Paternal Quarters, from that of 
the Families from whom they are de- 
fcended > The Deſign of Herauldry 
is, to let us know Families by Arms, 
and not Arms by Families. Again, if 
Cadets ſhould be allowed to lay _ 

\ their 
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their Differences in their Paternal Bear- 
ings, when they Quarter them with the 
Coats of other Families, by the fame 
allowance, they will leave out the Marks 
of Cadency of theſe Coats, with whom 
they Quarter, and then we ſhall not 
know the particular Families they are 
deſcended from, nor with what Fami- 
lies they are alli d: If a Douglaſs ſhould 
qnarter with another Family of the name 
of Douglaſs, and Stuart with a Stuart, 
the Differences of theſe Families be- 
ing laid aſide] we ſhall not know what 
Douglaſſes or Stuarts they are come 
from. Our ancient Practice was not ſo, 
we know with what Stuart the Marquis 
of Douglaſs quarters with, to wit, with 
the Stuart of Buncle, be cauſe the Stuart: 
Feſs cheque is ſurmounted with the 
additional Figure of that Family, 
viz, A bend Sable charged with three 
Buckles Or. We know likewiſe, that 
Grahame Earl of Menteith matched with 
the Stuart of Strathern, by the Cbeve- 
ron in chief above the Feſs cheque, The

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Stuarts Earls of Lennox, carried alwiſe 


the Stuaris Feſs cheque within a Bordure, 
for diflerence, and retain'd it ſtill after 
they wore Earls of Aubigny in France, 
which Segniories Arms they quartered 
with their Paternal, viz. Quarterly five 
Coats | Fig. 6. ] 1/# and 4th azure three 
Fleur de lis Or, within a Bordure Gules 
charged with 8 Buckles of the ſecond tot 
Aubigny | 2d and 2d Or, a Peſs cheque 
Azure and Argent within a bordure en- 
grailed Gules, | tor Stuart] on an Eſcot- 
eheon over all, Argent a Saltier engrailed 
betwixt four Roſes Gules, for Lennox: 
And of late ſome Families with us have 
followed the ſame Practice, as Carnagie 
of Kinfauns [a younger Son of David 
Earl of Northesk, and Lady Jean Maul 
Daughter to Patrick Farl of Panmure | 
gives quarterly, iſt grand Quarter cour- 
ter quartered | Fig. 7.] I/ and qth Car- 
nagze, 2d and zu Northesk, all within 
the Bordure of Panmure, viz, Parted per 
pale Gules and Argent, charged with eight 
Eſcallops counter:changed, tor difference: 
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Thereafter having Married the Davgh- 


ter and Heireſs ot Sir William Blair of 
Kinfauns, he quartered his Ladies Coat 
with her Father's Difference in the 2d 
and 3d grand Quarters with his own a- 
bove blazoned, his Ladies being parted 
per Feſs Argent and Sable, a Cheveron 
rounter-changed betwixt two Torteauxes 
in chief Gules, and a' Fleur de lis of the 
firſt in baſe.The Princes of the Royal Fa- 
mily of France, when they Impale or 


Quarter their Arms with others, ſtill 


retain their proper Briſures, as Bordures 
and Lambels, of which before. 

The cleareſt way then to make 
known the Deſcent of Families, is for 
them to retain their congruent diffe- 
rences, although they quarter with 
the Coats of other Families; But the 
truth is, tis now the general practice 
(which proceeded from Germany) to 
difference by Marſhalltgg, other Fami- 
lies Bearings, without vy other diffe- 
rence, but yet they have wer or moe 
Quarters, than the principal Families, 
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whereof they are deſcended, or at leaſt 
as many, yet they muſt be different in 
. where younger Brothers do 
acceed equally to the Honours, be- 
ſides, heir differencing by Creſts, they 
do alſo difference themſelves by Addi- 
tion and diminution of Quarters. 

The Ele oral Dukes of Saxovy give 
21 Quarters in one Shield, which 4 
Timbre, with eight Helmets and Creſts, 
the other Branches of that Family, not 
only diſtinguiſh themſelves by different 
Creſts, and lay aſide the ElectoralBadge, 
but add, or diminiſh the Number of their 
Quarters, for difference, as Facob Im- 
hoff in Notitia S. Rom: Germanict In.
